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IN THE DOG WATCH, 





A startling story of the inhuman conduct 
of the Shipping Federation towards a sea- 
man’s widow has reached us, which, if true, 
should help to show that all the Federation's 

retended regard for the seaman and his 
riends is nonsense. That story we mean 
to publish if properly authenticated. 


An even worse story of a murderous out- 
rage on a fireman by the captain and officers 
of a certain vessel is reported to us from 
Glasgow, according to which the witnesses 
were persuaded to get out of the way so 
that the guilty persons could not be brought 
to justice; but if the Union has not the 
requisite witnesses to set the law in motion, 
we fail to see how we can be expected to 
give publicity to charges so serious without 
the necessary evidence to support them. 
As our informant states, the case is only 
one of many showing how important it is to 
lose no time in complaining of such matters 
to the Union before the witnesses have dis- 
persed. 





“Did -you ever meet a real pirate?” 
asked a young lady. ‘ Yes,” replied the 
old sailor, “ meny, in Christian England.” 
“How interesting! Did they keep 
picturesque crews an swift sailing ves- 
sels?” ‘No. They ‘cept seamen’s board- 
ing-houses, and the boarding-houses kept 
them.”

Captain Cawley, of the United Kingdom 
Pilots’ Association, had better keep his 
weather-eye lifting, as the shipowners are 
bent upon the abolition of compulsory 
pilotage on the Thames, and the Shipping 
Gazette gleefully anticipates that at no dis- 
tant date, a provisional order will be intro- 
duced iato Parliament for that purpose ; 
otherwise, to remove another safeguard to 
seamen in order to further benefit ship- 
owners. 





Lieut. Tankerville Chamberlayne, R.N.R., 
the popular president of the Southampton 
Branch of the Seamen’s Union, is, as we 
recently noted, a candidate for the repre- 
sentation of Southampton in Parliament. 
From a local correspondent, who is in a posi- 
tion to judge, we learn that his chances of 
winning are good. ‘This is not surprising, 





seeing that Mr. Chamberlayne has declared 
for the seamen’s cause in a port where sea- 
faring folk and their friends are strong. 


Another of this gentleman's friends re- 
minds us that Mr,Chamberlayne is president 
of the London branch of the Shipmasters’ 
and Officers’ Society, as well as of the 
Southampton Branch of the Seamen’s 
Union, and points out that if Mr. Chamber- 
layne could see his way to identify himself 
more closely with the shipmasters and 
officers, and take a more active part in their 
movement, he could greatly help it forward. 
That, it is urged, would make him as well 
known generally as he already is locally, and 
that would pave the way to his return to 
Parliament. 


As we noted last week, the attention of 
Parliament has been called to the accommo- 
dation, medical, and sanitary ~ arrange- 
ments aboard ship, partly, no doubt, in 
consequence of the publicity given to the 
subject from time to time in Srarartne, the 
Lancet, and other papers. The position of 
ships’ surgeons, who are discharged for 
telling the truth, has also been complained 
of. These gentlemen sorely need protection 
by means of combination, and we have 
reason to believe that steps to that end are 
contempiated. 


Meanwhile many think that ships’ sur- 
geons should be employed, not by the 
shipowner at all, but by the Board of 
Trade, so that they may be able to give 
truthful reports without fear of discharge. 
Another defect is that the so-called surgeons 
on the whalers are not qualified surgeons 
at all—a matter which the medical 
profession should itself deal with, seeing 
there are plenty of its members 
unemployed. The seamen might be 
counted upon to help, as they are the vic- 
tims of the crude experiments of these 
ignorant youths whose connection with 
medicine seldom extends beyond having 
swept out a druggist’s shop, or washed 
medicine bottles.

It is pleasing to learn that at Liverpool, 
Captain Dugald Lyon, master of the 
ship Sierra Pedrosa, has been pre- 
sented with a gold watch and chain by 
the underwriters “in recognition of his 
devotion and unsparing energy in per- 
sonally attending to the members of his crew 
attacked by small-pox on the voyage from 
Chittagong to London.” The crew had 
suffered severely from small-pox, two men 
dying in Chittagong. Afterwards there 
were four cases at sea, resulting in one 
death, and one of the crew also died of sun- 





stroke. When a shipmaster behaves so well, 
he deserves to be rewarded so that others 
may be encouraged to do likewise. 





Regarding this “A Shipper” writes:— 

How, then, about the equally gallant efforts of 
the captain and officers of the steamship City of 
Richmond, on the occasion of the recent fire on 
board? ‘The captain had several opportunities of 
leaving the vessel with safety to all under his 
charge and had he done so nohody would have 
blamed him; but, nobly assisted by his officers‘and 
crew, he succeeded in bringing sbip and cargo into 
port, thereby saving the underwriters, I suppose, 
£60,00) or £70,000, Was this not worthy of special 
recognition by the underwriters? I understand 
that tne whole of the money subscribed by the 
passenzers was divided amongst the créw, neither 
captain nor officers sharing. 


If this be correct it is to be hoped that the 
captain and officers will also be rewarded. 


While on the subject we must express a 
feeling of regret, which is very widespread, 
that while the officers and crew of a 
Swedish man-of-war which happened to be 
at Gibraltar on the occasion of the foun- 
dering of the Utopia have been rewarded 
for the services which they rendered in 
saving life, the officers and men of the 
British Channel Squadron who also dis- 
tinguished themselves in the same way have 
had no reward beyond the knowledge that 
they displayed commendable conduct. It 
is no doubt true to say, as the First Lord 
of the Admiralty did when the matter was 
mentioned in Parliament, that they did their 
duty ; but if rewards are to be given at all 
for saving life there should be no invidious 
distinctions between nationalities or naval 
and merchant service men. 


A shipmaster writes: —“ A method of hold- 
ing communication at sea during dense fog 
has been suggested, and is now invented, 
by Captain Wm. Temple Tosh, of Leith, by 
which a ste: mship can ascertain the course 
of another approaching steamship, to with- 
in a quarter of a point, should such pre- 
cision be necessary, by means of the fog 
whistle, which must evidently ensure greater 
safety as well as relieve the person in charge 
of much anxiety. The first thought that 
flashes in your mind is I wonder how he is 
steering? Up to the present time there has 
been no definite system of ascertaining this 
vexatious question, at the very time when 
most needed. The direction of the sound 
from the whistle of the coming vessel and 
its alteration in its bearing have been our 
only guides, with a surmise as to the prob- 
able course she might be steering about 
that particular place, very uncertain indeed. 
Besides the course-indica‘ing signals, the 
bearings and distances from anv headland 
or lightship between Cape Wrath and the 
South Sand End of the Goodwin Sands may 
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be obtained by this same method in a very 
brief space of time (East Coast only being 
prepared as yet) ; also the time of passing 
any prominent place, accidents to crew or 
machinery, or spars, medical assistance if 
required, etc., etc., may be intimated to any 
vessel within hearing distance of your fog 
whistle. Indicating signals precede each 
set of sound signals so as to maintain order 
and distinctness. In no casa does a course- 
indicating signal exceed four sounds—in 
fact, generally less. Some questions may 
be asked, and answered in a few seconds 
over one minute of time—when vessels 
are in close proximity—Morse Alphabet 
of sound being very much curtailed and re- 
arranged, so that instead of one or more 
sounds representing one letter, the inventor 
has so arranged them as to represent a 
whole sentence. Although principally in- 
tended for steamships, sailing vessels could 
also use their fog-horns with like effect, 
when in close proximity. The subject is 
now under consideration by the Board of 
Trade. Further information may be had 
from Captain Tosh, 16, Dock-street, Leith. 





A correspondent writes:—I have now 
been chief mate of this ship for nearly six 
months, and have just known two clear 
Sundays free from labour in that six months, 
yet, if we were to ask 1d. per hour over- 
time for this cursed-by-God-labour we 
shculd, no doubt, immediately get the sack, 
and be told the owners would get foreign 
mates and masters to fill our places, who 
would work on Sundays and not dare to 
ask such a thing as overtime. No doubt, 
like myself, there are many white men filling 
the post of mate in our British steamers 
who would willingly give the owners their 
Sunday’s pay to be allowed their Sunday. 
But, no! owners must have the mate at work. 
What is the reason? Why, they tell us the 
market is glutted with shipmasters and 
officers. That being so, shipmasters and 
officers who call yourselves Britons, it’s 
high time we had a levelling day, either up 
or down, and dispensed with the services 
of something like 6,000 to 7,000 foreigners, 
who command and ‘officer our British 
ships and steamers. I confess I have 
been very guilty in insulting the servants 
of God's church in foreign ports. When 
they have asked on a Sunday, with a 
benevolent smile, if I would come to 
church I have slewed round boiling with 
passion, and asked, Why the —— they did 
not go to Newcastle, Hartlepool, Hull, 
Aberdeen, Liverpool, and other ports and 
get the shipowners to stop working cargo 
on Sundays, and so give us a chance to go 
to church? But if we want tostop this 
Sunday slavery in foreign ports we must not 
wait for shipowners to stop it, but we, as 
British shipmasters and mates, must com- 
bine to run those alien officers off our 
bridge and quarter-deck, and become what 
our fathers were before us, Trur Britons. 
Then we can stamp our foot on Sunday 
slavery.” 





In the House of Lords Earl de la Warr gave 
notice that he would move early next Session tor a 
Select Committee to take evidence ani report upon 
the question of inflammable substances being 
cirried #s carz0 in passenger ships, and to consider 
whether lezisl ition on the subject was desirable.

ROBBERS AND MURDERERS. 


LABOUR CANDIDATES FOR 
HULL. 


DEMONSTRATION 


IN HULL. 


A mass meeting, under the auspices of 
the Hull Trades and Labour Council and 
the Hull Branch of the National Seamen’s 
and Firemen’s Union, was held last Friday 
night at Hengler’s Circus, the principal ob- 
ject being to hear an address from Mr. J. 
H. Wilson, the general secretary of the 
Union. It was preceded by a procession, 
which was formed in the Market-place 
behind Holy Trinity Church, and headed 
by the band of the Railway Servants Or- 
phanage. The circus was well filled, and 
the band played a short selection of airs, 
prior to the commencement of the meeting. 
On the arrival of Mr. Wilson, accompanied 
by the chairman (Councillor Millington, 
president of the Hull Trades Council) and 
others, on the platform,

ve ry enthusiastically, the band playing 
“SEE THE CONQUERING HERO COMES.’ 


In addition to those named there 
were on the platform Messrs. J. Young 
(district secretary, Humber District, Na- 
tional Union of Sailors and Firemen), A. 
Carr (secretary, Hull Branch), S. Begg (trea- 
surer, Hull Branch), W. Brown and A- 
Clarke (delegates, Hull Branch), J. Chappell 
(secretary, Goole Branch), A. Bird (Water- 
men and Lightermen), J. B. Butcher (Hull 
Seamen’s and Marine Firemen’s Associa- 
tion), W. Harris and Foster (National 
Labour Federation), M. Maloney, H. Clay- 
ton, and 8. Frith (Dockers’ Union), John 
Russell, R. W. Parrott, J. Carrick, H. Skin- 
ner, J. Harrison, T. E. Wing, N. B. Billany, 
and T. C. Taylor, and the Rev. H. Woods 
Perris. The proceedings were

There were, however, two or three interrup- 
tions, caused by some over-demonstrative 
spirits, who were quickly ejected. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceed- 
ings, said he felt proud of the position he 
occupied in being present to welcome one 
of the heroes of Trades Unicnism (applause). 
They were aware of the gigantic work Mr. 
Wilson had accomplished in organising the 
seamen of the Empire. The results of his 
labours had been the organisation of a body 
of men who had hitherto been neglected, 
and been strangers to the organisation and 
principles of Trades Unionism. Men like 
him were bound to have enemies, and the 
consummation of their enmity was in his 
having been sent to prison for six weeks. 
(Cries of ‘ Shame,” 


“MARTYRDOM,” 


and applause.) But instead of his being 
branded as a felon and criminal in the eyes 
of his fellow-workmen, he had been exalted 
to the position of a martyr ; because he had 
dared to work and dared to suffer, they had 





gathered in such large numbers to give him 
a welcome to Hull; and they hoped he 
would continue to be successful in the cause 
he sought to advance. (Applause.) 

Mr. R. Parrott, a vice-president of the 
Hull Trades Council, moved “ That this 
meeting of Hull workers greets with a hearty 
welcome Mr. J. H. Wilson, general secretary 
of the National Amalgamated Sailors’ and 
Firemen’s Union, believing him to be a man 
whose labouring and suffering have done 
much to advance the interests of the toilers, 
and this meeting hereby pledges itself to 
stand by Trades Unionism, and to use every 
legitimate effort to bring all workers into 
the ranks of organised labour; further, we 
are of opinion that the time has arrived 
when the workers of Hull and district should 
demand

—(applause)—as we are convinced that the 
capitalists can only represent their own 
individual interests and not that of the 
workers.” (Applause.) In speaking to the 
resolution, Mr. Parrott said the forces the 
working men had they were going to use 
for their own advantage. They wished Mr. 
Wilson every success in his candidature for 
Deptford. They hoped to see him, along 
with John Burns—(applause)—and Ben 
Tillett, and others—(applause)—occupying 
seats in the British House of Commons, 
When they saw that, they would be sure 
that the time had already begun when they 
had true labour representation in Parlia- 
ment. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. Russell, another vice-president of 
the Trades Council, seconded the motion, 
which was supported by Mr. Jas. Carrick, 
Hull Trawl Fishermen’s Society, and carried 
unanimously. 


Mr. J. H. Wilson, who was 
HEARTILY GREETED, 


thanked them for the welcome they had 
given him, and ironically expressed his sur- 
prise that they should have so cordially 
received a person who had been a sojourner 
in one of Her Majesty's hotels, (Laughter.) 
He was the more surprised at it, consider- 
ing the statement that had been made by 
Mr. Laws—(grosns3)—that Trades Unionism 
in Hull was dead and a thing of the past. 
(Laughter.) Judging by that large meet- 
ing, and the enthusiasm of those assembled 
there, they were able to throw the lie back 
into Mr. Laws’ face—(applause)—and tell 
him that Trades Unionism was more in force 
to-day in the port of Hull than ever it had 
been. (Applause.) Dealing with the ques- 
tion of his imprisonment he said that prison 
was no deterrent. The magistrate who sent 
him to prison for doing what he considered 
he had a perfect right to do, never made a 
greater mistake in his life. (Applause.) He 
had some respect for Her Majesty’s hotels 
before he went to one; but having been 
there and enjoyed what he had seen there, 
he was now 


PREPARED TO DO SIX MONTHS, 


instead of six weeks at any time. (Laughter 
and applause.) He had also discovered a 
few things, and one was that many an un- 
fortunate sailor was not afraid to go to 
prison for daring to tell the owner that he 
would not risk his life by going to sea in & 
ship that was not seaworthy, or that was 
under-manned. Mr. Laws had described 
him to the Labour Commission as an 
agitator, which he (Mr. Wilson) considered 
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to be one of the greatest compliments that 
could be paid him. Mr. Laws also told the 
Commission that their Union was the Union, 
and that it was a tyrannical Union—one 
that was fighting and doing all the mischief. 
He also said that the secretary was a man 
who went round the country telling the un- 
fortunate men that the shipowners were 
trying to murder and rob them ; and stated 
that he could, if necessary, produce about a 
hundred speeches delivered by the secretary 
of that Union—that was himself (Mr. Wilson) 
—in which he had accused the shipowners 
of being

(Applause.) Had Mr. Laws only asked him 
he would have given him a copy of those 
speeches, because what he said with 
reference to the shipowners at any time in 
their absence he was prepared to repeat to 
their face on any public platform. He said 
that many of these were guilty of deliberate 
and wilful murder. (Hear, hear.) He said 
that many of them had for years systema- 
tically robbed their sailors. (Hear, hear.) 
He said that some of them had robbed the 
widows and orphans of the seamen; and if 
they wanted proof he was quite prepared to 
bring it, and point to the men who dared 
to rob those widows and orphans. (Ap- 
plause.) There were various ways of killing 
acat. They could either drown it in the 
rainwater butt, or chop off its head, or 
strangle it, or send it to sea in an unsea- 
worthy ship with a lot of iron attached to 
it, and sink it. (Applause.) Of all kinds 
of murderers, he wouid rather meet the man 
who would attack him openly in the street, 
where he could defend himseif. But

to save their lives when there were men 
employed before a ship left the harbour to 
punch a hole in the bottom of the vessel so 
that as soon as ever it got outside she would 
founder, because an extra dose of insurance 
had been put upon it. (Applause) A 
book was about to be published, which 
would not give names of persons or ships, 
but any one who had a knowledge of 
shipping circles would be able to find the 
respectable shipowners who had a ship that 
was insured for £60,000 that was not worth 
£30,000; and how when an officer went 
down into the stoke-hole, when the vessel 
was in the London dock, he found the chief 
engineer in the act of making small holes 
in the bottom of the ship; and further, how 
that after the ship had got to sea from 
three to four hundred miles from land, they 
discovered that the stoke-hole was filling 
with water and that the water was coming 
through in the place where these holes had 
been bored. Did not that look suspicious ? 
That second officer was 


OFFERED MONEY 


if he would not give evidence at the inquiry 
that was held into the loss of the ship. 
Fortunately, the men did not lose their 
lives in the ship; but if they had done—- 
and the owners had made no extra pro- 
vision, nor taken any extra precaution for 
the saving of life—the owners would have 
been guilty of as deliberate a murder as 
was ever committed. (Applause.) He was 
reminded of another shipowner who was a 
strong advocate of the pension fund for 
seamen; he was the owner of a ship that 
sailed from a port in Scotland. The men 
had been twelve hours on board, when it 
was found that the boilers were absolutely 





rotten. The crew refused to go any further, 
and they put into harbour, the men being 
threatened with imprisonment. Some tem- 
porary repairs were done to the boilers, and 
she went out again; but before they had 
got a few more hundred miles they were 
compelled to put into another harbour, 
where more temporary repairs were done. 
She was then again sent on her voyage, and 
was never heard of again. She 


FOUNDERED WITH ALL HANDS. 


Two of the men sooner than go in that 
ship committed a crime when in harbour— 
they stole a piece of rope so that they 
would be sent to prison. They told the 
magistrates why they had done it, and 
he sent them to six days’ imprisonment, 
and as soon as the vessel had gone they were 
released. These men were there to tell the 
story of the rotten boilers. The vessel was 
worth £16,000, but the owner got £30,000 
upon her loss. If that was not murder, he 
did not know what was. A man who did 
that—it was not to prison he should go, but 
should be hung. (Applause.) Ships were 
foundering every day, and they were told it 
was the act of God. What a mockery! 
Now for the robbery. He believed there 
were honourable men engaged in the ship- 
ping industry. At the same time he knew 
there was a gang of cut-throats and robbers 
engaged in the business. (Hear, hear, and 
a Voice: “ They all are.”) No; they were 
not. There were bad men amongst sailors 
and firemen. There were bad men amongst 
all classes of society, and they had no right 
to condemn the whole of any portion of the 
community, because there were black sheep 
in their midst. (Applause.) He went on 
to say that there were respectable ship- 
owners in Hull who had been guilty of 


ROBBING THE MEN; 


and he referred to a case of reward for sal- 
vage, in which he said the amount obtained 
came to £12 per man, but they only got 
30s. apiece. (“‘Shame.’) With reference to 
robbing the dead, he said there was a ship- 
owner in Scotland who bought an old crank 
ship and sent her to sea, when she found- 
ered with all hands. The men’s wages, 
after deducting their half-pay, amounted to 
£27. What did this respectable owner do? 
He made up an average account, in which 
he charged some of the men with drawing 
£7 in one week when abroad. (Cries of 
“Shame.”) He knew his hearers would 
smile at that. The usual sum they drew 
was 5s.—(laughter)—and then they were 
jolly lucky to get that. (Applause.) But 
this owner so accounted for the money that 
he left only £3 for each of the widows, and 
sent the account into the Board of Trade, 
who passed it as correct. (“ Shame.’’) 


FORTUNATELY ae aat ee THE SaILORS’ 
and they said they did not believe in the 
average account, for they knew the men had 
never drawn so much money when abroad. 
So they went for the full amount, and the 
owner, after twisting and wriggling, offered 
first £10, then £15, then £20, but eventu- 
ally he had to disgorge the whole lot. (Ap- 
plause.) But this did not teach him a 
lesson, for in about nine months the same 
thing happened, and he had again to dis- 
gorge. He (Mr. Wilson) was collecting 
evidence of these facts to lay before the 
Labour Commission, and he should be able 
to prove them up to the hilt. Proceeding 
to refer to the question of more direct 








labour representation in the House of Com- 
mons, he said he wished to deal with Mr. 
C. H. Wilson, one of their Hull members, 
and the Cattle Trade Bill. Something, he 
said, ought to be done in the interest of the 
lives of the men to regulate the 


ATLANTIC CATTLE TRADE, 


Mr. C. H. Wilson posed as the friend of 
the workers, but he did not call any man a 
friend of the workers because he put his 
hand in his pocket and gave them a share 
of what actually belonged to them. If this 
man was a friend of the workers, how came 
it that he had opposed the Bill to regulate 
the ocean cattle trade, a Bill which did not 
restrict or prohibit the importation of cattle? 
It was a reasonable Bill, and he did not 
think that it would have been opposed by 
any man who posed as a friend of the 
workers. It was “ blocked" by 


MR. 0. H. WILSON, MP. 


If he said he was opposing it in the interests 
of the working men of Hull, he (Ur. J. 
Wilson) denied that it was anything of the 
kind, because it did not matter a straw to the 
workers of Hull. Mr. Chaplin received a 
deputation of shipowners to lay before them 
his intended proposals with reference to the 
trade. Mr. Chaplin had no objection to his 
being present, and promised to lay his 
application before the deputation. To his 
surprise and disgust the word came out 
that the shipowners objected to him being 
present. He waited three hours until the 
meeting had finished, and then approached 
Mr. C. H. Wilson, asking how it was he 
could not be admitted. Well, Mr. Wilson 
shuffled off by telling him that he was 
making exaggerated statements with refer- 
ence to the trade, and that, if he had been 
admitted, the discussion would have been 
prolonged considerably. (Laughter.) He 
did not believe that these men would guard 
their interests; they would guard them as 
long as it did not affect them, but as soon as 
ever it came home to their own pocket, then 
they looked after No. 1. (Applause.) In 
conclusion, Mr. Wilson said that ic was time 
that they had two Labour candidates in the 
field in Hull to bo returned at the next 
general election, and he urged them to stand 
true to their Union to gain this end. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. T. E. Wing moved “ That this meet- 
ing is of opinion that the time has arrived 
when the law relating to the

should be altered and amended so as to 
allow of working men who are entitled to 
vote at Parliamentary elections to act as 
jurymen; and further, that all jurymen 
should be paid to the extent of 7s. 6d. per 
day, and the present system of calliog the 
Grand Jury be abolished, and a more repre- 
sentative system adopted ; and urged upon 
the borough members to support such a Bill 
when drafted and introduced into the House 
of Commons.” 

The motion, which was unanimously 
adopted, was seconded by Mr. N. Bb. 
Billany, and supported by the Rev. H. W. 
Perris. 

A vote of thanks to the speakers, moved 
by Mr. Maloney, and seconded by Mr. \y. 
Harris, concluded the proceedings.

A SEAMAN’S WIDOW WINS. 


ACTION AGAINST SHIP- 
OWNERS. 


IMPORTANT TRIAL. 





WHAT IS “SEAWORTHY?” 


In an action at the Durham Assizes, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Grantham and a Jury, on 
July 15, the defendants were Pinkney and 
Sons’ Steamship Company, Limited, Sunder- 
land. The plaintiff, widow of Thomas 
Hedley, claimed damages for the loss of her 
husband who met his death through the 
alleged negligence of the defendants’ 
servants, in not having the stanchions and 
rails of the steamship on which Hedley was 
aseaman properly fixed. It was pleaded 
that by reason of this negligence, plain- 
tiffs husband was drowned. The defen- 
dants said that if Hedley fell into the sea it 
was not due to their negligence but to 
the violence of the wind and weather. Mr. 
EE. Tindal Atkinson, Q.C., and Mr. John 
Strachan were for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Cyril Dodd, Q.C., and Mr. Arthur Lennard 
were for the defendants. 

Mr, Atkinson, in opening the case for the 
plaintiff, said the action was brought under 
Lord Campbell’s Act, and was founded 
upon an accident which took place in March 
last on board the steamship Prodano, the 
suggestion being that the accident was 
caused by the negligence of the master 
under circumstances which would make 


DEFENDANTS LIABLE. 


Thomas Hedley lived at Sunderland, held a 
chief officer's certificate, and occasionally 
acted as pilot and rigger. He earned con- 
siderable wages by his work. On March 5 
he was engaged with other men to proceed 
to a vessel, which was then unloading in 
ihe London Docks, and take her round to 
Cardiff. For the purpose of making the 
vessel more seaworthy, there were movable 
stanchions surmounted by a rail round the 
tides of the ship. The men arrived on 
Leard on Friday, March 6 ; the boat started 
fzom London, and all proceeded well until 
ihe Monday following, when they were 
«nyeloped in a furious storm. It was during 
this storm, while engaged in stretching a 
tarpaulin over one of the hatchways, that 
Hedley was 


THROWN INTO THE SEA. 


He seems to have first fallen near the 
stanchions, and, because of their insufficient 
defence, he rolled overboard, and was 
drowned. 

William Attey, a seaman, said that he 
was one of the six men engaged to take the 
steamship Prodano from London. They 
got the vessel out of the dock on the Sunday 
about midday, and at that time the stan- 
chions were unsbipped ; the hatches were 
not battened down. The stanchions were 
replaced after the accident. While going 
down Channel a gale sprung up, and it be- 
came very thick, with snow and hail falling. 
The gale increased, and on Monday after- 
uncon witness and the deceased commenced 
to put some tarpaulins over No. 2 hatch- 
way. They were both on the starboard 
side, and each had hold of the tarpaulin 
when the ship gave a heavy lurch, and 





deceased losing his hold fell back into the 
sea. Witness slipped, but regained his 
footing. Cross-examined by Mr. Dodds: 
Witness said that it was a common thing 
to remove the stanchions, but they were 
always repiaced before leaving port. If the 
stanchions had been shipped Hedley could 
not have gone overboard. Witness drew 
the attention of the men in charge of the 
vessel to the fact that the 


STANCHIONS WERE NOT UP. 


Other evidence having been given in 
support of the plaintiff's case, 

Mr. Dodd, for the defence, said the day 
of this accident was the day of the blizzard 
which proved so exceedingly disastrous in 
the south of England. The captain’s state- 
ment was that when Hedley was thrown 
over he was not thrown against the part 
where the bulwark was cut down, but 
struck the bulwark abaft the gangway, and 
then turned over and fell into the sea. 
Prima facie evidence in favour of the 
defendants was the fact that the Board of 
Trade refused to hold an inquiry into the 
accident when requested. The vessel gave 
a tremendous lurch, and this would account 
for the man going over the bulwark at its 
higher part. He (Mr. Dodd) asked them 
to believe the captain, and if they did so 
there would be an end of the case. The 
learned counsil urged that the expression 


“ SEAWORTHY,” 


in reference to the ship itself, could have no 
relation to the life of the men. 

The Judge: If you read the fourth 
section of the Act you will see ‘ every 
person who attempts to send a British ship 
to sea in such an unseaworthy state that the 
life of any person is likely to be in danger,’ 
etc. Seaworthiness is a term applied to the 
life of a man. 

The captain of the Prodano, Theophilus 
Trotter, was then called. He said that on 
the night of this accident the storm was 
the heaviest he had known. He wason the 
bridge and saw the accident. Hedley was 
knocked against the bulwarks and then 
overboard. Witness was in the best position 
to see the avcident, and thought that 
Hedley was killed by the force with which 
he was sent against the bulwarks. 

Mr. Dodd also called George Strachan, 
second officer of the Prodano. Mr. Andrew 
Matthew, manager for the Blyth Ship- 
building Company, the builders of the 
Prodano ; Mr. Fred. Murrell, marine sur- 
veyor, Cardiff; Mr. Henry Craiger, marine 
surveyor, London; and Mr. M. Wawn, con- 
sulting marine surveyor, Sunderland. 

His Lordship in summing up said that 
the action was a most important one. If 
the question of the term “ seaworthy ” had 
never been decided, he was afraid that he 
was not an independent judge in the case, 
considering that he had a hand in passing 
the statute. He was

at the time, and he was afraid he might be 
involuntarily giving his ideas as a legislator 
in the House of Commons. It certainly was 
not his idea at the time that the term “ sea- 
worthy’” should be limited in its application 
as suggested by Mr. Dodd, and he had no 
hesitation in saying that he remembered 
what was meant by the word in the Act. In 
his judgment the word was not limited to 
seaworthy, as far as the safety of the ship 
was concerned. It included whether or not 
the vessel was seaworthy in the sense when

sent to sea, and she was afterwards kept in 
such a condition as to be properly fit to 
en the perils of the sea in reference 
to the

It was for the jury to say whether the ship 
was seaworthy in that way. If it were not 
a proper interpretation of the Act, any 
vessel might have been sent to sea since the 
Act was passed without any bulwarks at 
all. But the vessel might have been safe 
for the crew, and yet the accident might 
have happened in the way the defendants’ 
witnesses had stated. If that were so, the 
accident would be the result of one of the 
perils of the sea over which no one could 
have control, and the defendants would be 
entitle? to a verdict. They had heard it 
stated for the defendants that there was no 
absolute danger in having the stanchions 
unshipped. If there was no necessity to 
put those stanchions up, and if the man 
did not go overboard at that part, why in 
the world were the stanchions put up on 
the following day ? 
The jury found

and his lordship gave judgment accordingly, 
with costs. 

In reply to a further question, suggested 
by Mr. Dodd, the jury said they found 
there was no negligence on the part of the 
deceased man Hedley. 

On the application of Mr. Dodd, execu- 
tion was stayed for a fortnight. 





STRIKE AT SAMUDA’S.—Henry Quelch, the secre- 
tary of the Labourers’ Protection Society, was 
committed for trial at the Thames Police Court on 
a charge of inciting certain persons to commit an 
assault. Itis alleged that the defendant interfered 
in a dispute that was taking place at Messrs, 
Samu ta’s works, and that in the course of a speech 
he made at a meeting which was held opposite the 
works, he advised the men on strike that, if in 
future they attacked the blacklegs, they should 
not be sent to prison for nothing, but should 
leave their marks. The defendant asked the 
magistrate if he would be tried before Sir Peter 
Ed io, saying he had special reasons to urge against 
tlis. Mr. Mead said he could listen to no such 
reasons, 


ScoTcH AND IRISH LIGHTS.—When the House 
of Commons went into Committee of Supply on the 
Civil Service Estimates July 16, and on the vote to 
complete the sum of £40,000 for grant in aid of 
tte Mercantile Marine Fund, Mr. Buchanan called 
attention to the grant in aid to the Commissioners 
of Northern Lights, and in particu'ar to the erec- 
tion of a lighthouse on Rattray Head. He wished 
to know whether the Rattray H«al Light, which 
had long been regarded as mest necessary, would 
be begun during the present financial year. The 
Commissioners of Northern Lights did not get a 
fair share of the Mercantile Marine Fund, because 
the r representatives oid not go direct to the Board 
of Trade, but had to pass the Trinity House first. 
Sir M. Hicks-Beach said that the Board of Trade 
had received from the Commissioners of Northern 
Lights the deta'ls of a plan for the Rattray Head 
Light involving a cost of £15,000. He had no 
doubt that this would be sanctioned, and £3,000 
had been set aside for the commencement of the 
work during the present year. Two other costly 
works in the same district were also to be under- 
taken. He did not admit the accurecy of the hon. 
member’s contention as to the unfairness of the 
allocation of the Mercantile Marine Fund. The 
amount of shipping in the northern seas was com- 
paratively small beside that in the English and 
Irish Channels, and in allocating the funds it was 
necessary to remember that the shipping paid for 
the lighting. The Board of Trade had every desire 
to establish lights wherever they were required for 
the purposes of navigation. Dr, Tanner asked 
why electric lights were not used on the important 
stations of the Irish coast. Sir M. Hicks-Beach 
said that there had been a feeling amongst the 
Irish Light Commissioners, with whom the initia- 
tive in such a matter rested, that gas lights were 
preferable to electric lights, The vote was then 
agreed to,

Of aliens 
en route to America the total for the month was 
12,561, as compared with 7,817—the number arriv- 
ing in London being 1,476, as against 893 in June, 
1891. For the six months ended June 30, of aliens 
not en route to America the total was 15,910, and of 
those en route 53,177—making a grand total of

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MR. CHAPLIN AND THE 
SHIPOWNERS. 


The shipowners are quite jubilant over 
their secret meeting with Mr. Chaplin, 
who has, it seems, been inspecting cattle 
ships. There are cattle ships and cattle 
ships—some suited and some unsuited to 
the trade, and we fear it may oftener be the 
former than the latter that Mr. Chaplin 
will be shown. It is obviously the in- 
terest of the owners of ships not adapted to 
the trade that Mr. Chaplin shall be gulled, 
and as he is not a practical seafaring man 
himself, that may not be very difficult, espe- 
cially as it is stated that he never 
was aboard a cattle ship before the 
last few days. Whether that be the case 
or not, itis to be hoped that before he con- 
cludes his visits to cattle ships, he will give 
Mr. Plimsoll or some practical seamen who 
have been engaged in the trade an oppor- 
tunity to personally conduct bim on his 
rounds, so that he may hear and see both 
sides of the matter. Many shipowners, as 
we all know, were terribly alarmed about 
the threatened regulations which Mr. 
Chaplin proposed to make regarding the 
trade, and it is doing no injustice to sup- 
pose that some of these persons may do 
their utmost to get off as lightly as possible; 
and it having been announced that Mr. 
Chaplin would visit ships, care might 
be taken there that he should see only 
what it suited the shipowners that he 
should see, and nothing else, and it is quite 
possible that he may return utterly misled 
and mistaken as to what should be done; 
though if he follows as far as possible the 
recommendations of the committee, he can- 
not go far wrong. Indeed the jubilation of 
the shipowners would seem to indicate that 
he has been mollified, if not successfully 
misled. One of their newspapers says 
that “the right hon. gentleman appears 
at last to realise that there was no desire 
on the part of the shipowners, as had been 
suggested, to add to their profits at the 
expense of unnecessary suffering to dumb 
animals.” Perhaps not now, in the face of 
threats of restriction. But

Tt was not the humanity of the shipowner 
that suggested any improvements, but the 
action of Mr. Plimsoll and the seamen. 
This subject of the cattle trade has all along 
been treated by the shipowners as if it 
were merely one affecting their own pockets 
and the cattle. The question of safety 
to crews has been conveniently ignored 
by them as too awkward to grapple 
with. They have piled up statistics to 
show how many cattle they have carried in 
safety, but they have quite forgotten to 
mention how many seamen have been 
drowned in the trade. As we have all along 
said, it is not the desire ror the interest of 
the seamen to injure shipping. If this 
trade can be so regulated that it can not 
only be pursued with profit to the owners 
but without needless risk to man and beast, 








well and good. By all means let Mr. Chaplin 
and the owners agree if they can to that. 
But what must be distinctly understood 
is, that if the agreement be of such 
a nature as will merely interfere as 
little as possible with the trade, with- 
out giving the seamen engaged in it a 
reasonable chance for their lives, then the 
seamen will not be satisfied, they will not 
have said their last word about it; the 
question will not be closed, and the more 
men drowned by keeping it open the more 
drastic will be the measures taken to pro- 
vide for safety afterwards. 


ROBBERY OF SEAMEN. 


An officer of the Royal Navy writes 
to us :—Consul Taylor, of Dunkirk, in his 
annual report for the year 1890, just 
printed, states, with reference to the paying 
off of British crews in that French port, 
that ‘ Dunkirk is swarming with birds of 
prey of all nations, for where the carcase 
is, there are the vultures gathered to- 
gether.” Out of 2,146 seamen discharged 
there from British ships last year, 150 had 
no wages to receive, their pay having been 
given in advance to the crimps in the 
United States. But the remaining sailors 
received in that foreign land, £37,320 
wages, or an average of nearly £20 apiece ; 
of this, £15,516 was remitted home by 
money-order, leaving £21,804 for the 
crimps to prey upon. Notwithstanding 
an increase of £2,163 in the wages paid in 
cash during the year 1890, there was a 
decrease of £540 in the amount remitted 
home. The Consul says that this unsatis- 
factory feature is the result of the increase 
in the number of crimps attracted to 
Dunkirk by the large amount of money 
passing through the hands of British 
seamen ; who also receive considerable sums 
paid as advances to crews outward bound. 
There are six large Continental ports 
in which British crews are discharged 
between the Elbe and Brest, and where 
similar robberies of British seamen and 
their families take place. And Consul 
Taylor makes nine suggestions for im- 
proving the position of mercaniile sailors 
and firemen, most of which are in connec- 
tion with their pay arrangements, which 
are the direct cause of much of the demoral- 
isation and debasement which discredit our 
flag. Portsmouth and Devonport were equally 
full of crimps half a century ago, but the 
pay arrangements since introduced into the 
Royal Navy have starved them out, and 
made it possible for a man-of-war’s man to 
be a respectable and self-respecting man. 
After a three years’ commission on a foreign 
station, the Queen’s seaman pays off with 
little more than one month’s wages due to 
him, all his earnings having been received 
by him monthly, either personally, or paid 
to his family, or to his bankers, at his desire. 
Consequently, on paying off he is not worth 
robbing, and the occapation of the man-of- 
war crimp is gone. An Act of Parliament 
makes a somewhat similar provision for the 
benefit of the mercantile marine; but it is 
inoperative, and crimps continue to fatten 
upon the hard won earnings of the sailors 
of our merchants paying off in foreign 
lands.” This truly is a subject which ought 
to engage the earnest attention of the Sea- 
men’s Union and the Board of Trade, 
especially as it is not only in foreign lands 
but in British ports that seamen are shame- 
fully fleeced. 
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NAUTICAL NEWS. 





Tue 25th anniversary of the British Seamen's 
Hospital at Cronstadt has just been celebrated. 

THX vessel Hugh Fortescue, bound from Savannah 
to Maceio, put in at Maranhao, on the 18th inst., 
with an alleged mutiny on board. 

A BOAT containing six young men, struck by a 
squall, about two miles from Donegal, capsized, 
and all the occupants were drowned except one. 

ON June 25, in lat. 42°09, lon. 39°21, the wreck of 
the British barque Hwile, of St. John, N.B., was 
passed. She was waterlogged, and drifting about. 

Mr, C. C. Witson, an English merchant, has 
died aboard the White Star Liner Britannic on 
the passage from New York and was buried at sea. 

WITH regard to the North Baltic Canal, it is 
reported from Kiel that a large portion of the public 
traffic has been provided for by the utilization of a 
second cutting. 

THERE was passed on July 12, in the North Sea, 
in lat. 56 N,lon. 8 E,a dismasted vessel, apparently 
wood laden, floating with very lit:le above water 
and very dangerous for navigation. 

THE report that a Chilian cruiser is at an English 
port with the intention of shipping men gives rise 
to apprehensions of complications that may ensue 
embarrassing to the British community in Chili. 

A BOARD OF TRADE inquiry into the loss of the 
steamship Gothenburg City, of West Hartlepool, 
has resulted in the su-~pension of the certificate of 
the captain (James Harrison) for three months. 

Ir is announced by a shipowners’ paper that ‘in 
future any foreign vessels loading at United King- 
dom ports will be dealt with similarly to British 
vessels, and if found to be overladen by the load- 
line tables will be detained.” 

THE Lords of the Admiralty have ordered the 
Enchantress to be at Chatham at the end of this 
month in order that they may commence their 
annual inspection of the dockyards immediately 
after the rising of Parliament. 

At Littlehampton there has been picked up and 
landed by fishermen, a ship’s boat, 14 feet long, 
marked on outside “PH 278,” inside “ Eureka, 
Plymouth; Hoskios, master.” The boat was bottom 
upwards, seven miles of Littlehampton. 

REPLYING to Colonel Hill in the House of 
Commons, Sir J. Fergusson says that a suggestion 
had been made to convert a portion of the Seamen’s 
Hospital at the port of Smyrna into a chapel, but 
upon investigatioa it had been rejected. 

THE pilots of the Rio Grande bar are complaining 
of their pay, and with justice.” ‘ihey receive only 
170 dollars per month for Ist-class, 130 dollars for 
2nd-class, and 85 dollars for 3rd-class men. For so 
dangerous an occupation as that of the pilot this 
is certainly very poor pay. 

Tu Board of Trade have received a binocular 
glass, which has been awarded by the Swedish 
Government to Mr. David Biacklow, master of the 

_ateamship Hay Green, in recognition of his services 
eto the shipwrecked crew of the Swedish barque 
Anna Maria, on September 1, last. 

THE Secretary of the United States Navy has 
directed the change of the code of signals in use 
in the revenue marine service from the Continental 
or English system to the Morse system. The 
difference consists in about half-a-dozen letters 
which, under the English system, are not spaced 
letters, but are so in the American system. 

Tue Glasgow barque Clairmont, at Queenstown 
from Portland, Oregon, reports having on April 24 
encountered a hurricane off Cape Horn, during 
which the vessel was thrown on her beam. Seas 
swept over the vessel, two lifeboats were washed 
away off the stocks and another was smashed to 
pieces, all movable articles were swept overboard, 
while several members of the crew had narrow 
escapes from being carried away. The forecastle 
house, as well as the decks, were started. ‘Yo bring 
this vessel upright 40 tons of flour had to be 
jettisoned.

— Gulf 
Stream, London for Brisbane, put in with loss of 
fore and main topmasts, mizen topgallant mast, 
damage to boats, and decks started. 

George H. Douglass, Brig, for Butaritari, in the 
South Seas, struck on a reef and was wrecked while 
entering Butaritari on May 14. Part cargo saved, 
no lives lost.

HARBOURING DESERTING SEAMEN.—At the 
Liverpool Police-court, before Mr. W. J. Stewart, 
the stipendiary, on July 17, Charles Jabobson, a 
boarding-house keeper, was summoned on three 
iuformations for having harboured three seamen 
who had deserted their ship. Mr. R. Nicholson 
stated that he appeared on behalf of the Danish 
Consul to prosecute the defendant for harbouring 
deserters from the foreign ship Union, knowing or 
having reason to believe that the three men were 
deserters. The ship was lying in the King’s Dock, 
when some runner came on the quay and induced 
three of the crew to leave the ship. After securing 
their clothes the seamen were taken to the de- 
fendant’s house, and there they remained until 
they were arrested by the police and taken back 
totheir ship. Evidence was then called. Defendant 
was fined 40s. and costs in each case. 


BILBAO “ WEEKLY BOATS.”—Mr. Consul Young 
in his report to the Foreign Office on the trade 
of Bilbao for the past year says:—* The system, 
well known under the term of * weekly boats,’ now 
generally adopted by vessels trading to Bilbao, 
appears deserving of serious consideration as a 
question closely affecting the well-being of British 
seamen, and, it may be added, the real interests of 
shipowners. Experience has shown that most of 
the troubles with British crews at this port are 
traceable to the practice referred to. The necessity 
of seamen going on shore to purchase their pro- 
visions exposes them to great temptation, and, in 
point of fact, directly tends to drunkenness, insub- 
ordination, and incapacity for work while in port, 
starvation and actual physical incapability to per- 
form duty on the voyage home. Almost without 
exception, the numerous cases of drunkenness and 
trouble of one kind or another brought under 
official notice occur among the crews of ‘ weekly’ 
boats ;’ very rarely a case requiring officiar 
intervention proceeds from a vessel provisioned on 
the old system. How and why the practice of 
‘weekly boats’ has crept in, and for whose advan- 
tage it is maintained, is not clear; but, from much 
inquiry through shipmasters, the conclusion seems 
indisputable that it not only fosters the demoralisa- 
tion of seamen, but greatly interferes with 
discipline and the safe navigation of vessels. In 
the French mercantile marine no advance of wages 
or money for any purpose, or on any pretext what- 
ever, in foreign ports is permitted without the 
sanction of the Consul, and it is believed that the 
adoption of a similar system in our service, under 
legislative authority, would be attended with very 
beneficial results. It might be desirable to ascer- 
tain whether the above views would be confirmed 
by what takes place at other foreign ports.”

At the usual weekly meeting of the Tower Hill 
Branch, held in the Club-room cn Thursday, 
July 16, Bro. Marsden, vice-president, in the chair, 
and a good attendance, the secretary reported four 


new members enrolled since last meeting. It was 


moved by Bro. Fagan, seconded by Bro. Vyse, that 
they be accepted; carried. Minutes of last meeting 
were then read, and after a short discussion 
adopted. Correspondence was read from the United 
Labour Council and head office with regard to 
altering the rules and raising the entrance-fee 
2s.

GREENOCK BRANCH. 


Shipping at this port is still ina very depressed 
condition, and were it not for the large number of 
new vessels fitting out, the harbouss would present 
a dreary spectacle. The arrivals from foreign 
ports are very scarce, so far as British steam and 
sailing ships are concerned, nearly everything 
arriving at the present time being carried in 
foreign bottoms. To a considerable extent, thig 
accounts for the large number of members of this 
Branch (firemen especially) who are at present on 
shore waiting for employment, and on this account 
the usual business meeting held on Tuesday 
evening, was well attended. Under the presidency 
of Mr. H. Murray, a fairly good amount of business 
was overtaken. The minutes having been passed 
the financial statement for the quarter was sub- 
mitted, and was considered most satisfactory 
showing as it did a substantial increase of income 
as compared with the previous quarter. On the 
reports on special committees the secretary gave a 
brief statement of the work at present being done 
by the Trades Council. In the course of his re- 
marks he explained that although at last meeting 
of Council there was nothing having special 
reference to ourselves, still the business under con- 
sideration was most important, and for us as well 
as other bodies of workers had a general interest. 
The business referred to was the organisation of 
female workers in the town, who are compelled to 
work long hours for very meagre pay, and amongst 
whom are many members of seafaring men’s 
families, an1 it was with satisfaction the members 
learned that the'r delegates to the Council gave it 
their hearty support. A small committee was ap- 
pointed for the purpose of going over the rules, 
and, if found necessary, to suggest alterations to b: 
sudmitted for their approval, and thereafter forward 
same to head office to be considered at the annual 
general meeting. A complaint was lodged by a 
member who averred that he had been engaged as 
fireman on the s.s. Adder, but that the men (who 
belonged to Glasgow) refused to work with him, 
the only reason given being that he did not belong 
to Glasgow; this being done while two non- 
Unionists were working on the same boat. After 
considerable discussion the secretary was instructed 
to make inquiries and send all particulars to Mr. 
Poyd, requesting him to bring the whole matter 
before his first Branch meeting.

By mail accounts received at Liverpool the Leary 
raft of timber, consisting of 3$ million feet, board 
measure, described as the largest raft ever towed, 
had safely reached Cape Pogue. It is being con- 
veyed from Hart’s Lake (N.B.) to New York, 


A RECENT survey of Wicklow Harbour, made by 
Captain Parsons, R N.,at the instance of the Board 
of Trade, shows that the harbour has shoaled 
considerably, and that only four feet can be 
cepended on in the entrance, instead of fourteen 
feet as formerly. 


AT the Cardiff Police Court, July 22, Captain 
Triplett, of the steamship Sir Francis Drake, was 
fined £100, with the alternative of three months’ 
imprisonment, for overloading his vessel. The 
steamer left Bilbao submerged 3% in. below the 
maximum summer load-line. On arrival at Cardiff 
the overload had been reduced to 2}in. The 
offence was admitted ; but it was urged in mitiga- 
tion that the captain had not been to Bilbao before, 
and that he took the advice of other captains’as to 
what point he should load to. 


THREATENED STRIKE OF HULL TuGMEN.—A 
strike is threatened amongst the tugmen working 
outof Hull Tke Humber Steam Tugmen’s Union 
and Protective Association sent in a demand to 
the masters for an advance of wages. They re- 
quested (1) that captains, mates, enginemen, and 
firemen should receive £1 per week, with the old 
rate of commission, and 4s. per day when laid up; 
that the working hours when laid up be from 6 a.m. 
to 5 p.m., ceasing work at 12 o’clock on Saturdays. 
The masters considered that the men’s demands 
were unreasonable, and refused to grant them.

ELEcTRIC Compass.—Among the many recent 
inventions for use on shipboard is an electric com- 
pass designed by a wealthy yachtsman of Boston, 
Mass. The instrument is now being perfected to 
act as a speed indicator in addition to its original 
function of recording direction. 

ON Saturday, Aug. 8, an inquiry will be held in 
Edinburgh in regard to the lights at present carried 
by trawiers and other fishing vessels. The Com- 
missioners, Captain E. Chichester and Mr. H. Noel 
Malan, inspector of fisheries, wish to ascertain if, 
in the interest of navigation any alteration in the 
Board of Trade regulations are required. 

THE result of the inquiry into the stranding and 
wreck of the Hull fishing smack Ceres, held at Hull 
on July 10 and 11, before Mr. C. M. Lofthouse and 
Mr. J. B. Willows, justices, and Captain Wilson 
and Captain Cosens, nautical accessors, is that the 
master was held to blame, and his certificate was 
suspended for three months, the Board of Trade to 
be recommended to grant him a second hand’s 
certificate during that period. 

TWIN SCREW STHAM#ES.—As an illustration of 
the advantage to shipowners engaged in the 
passenger trade and the extra security ensued to 
the travelling public by the adoption of the twin 
screw system, the Union Steamship Company, 
Limited, point out that in consequence of their new 
Royal Mail steamer Scot having been constructed 
on this principle, the Board of Trade have agreed 
to dispense with the supply of a considerable por- 
tion of the stores and provisions which the Scot 
would have been compelled to carry in terms of the 
Passenger Act had she been an ordinary single 
screw steamer, This of course is a considerable 
saving of expense to the shipowner, and the 
strongest evidence possible to the travelling public 
of the estimation in which the twin screw system is 
held by the Board of Trade. 

THE result of the inquiry held at Singapore into 
the collision between the s.s. Devonhurst, of Singa- 
pore, and the s.s. Strathendrick, of Glasgow, is that 
the Court considered the chief officer of the Devon- 
hurst, who was in charge of his ship, did not watch 
the light approaching with sufficient care, that in 
starboarding his helm he committed a breach of 
regulations, and his certificate was suspended for 
two years. The Court was also of opinion that 
David James Davis, second officer of the Strathen- 
drick, who was in charge of that ship, committed 
a grave error in neither calling the captain, nor 
complying with Art. 18 of the regulations. His 
certificate was suspended for three months. The 
Court exonerates the masters of both vessels from 
all blame; also finds no blame attributable to any 
survivors for the loss of the life of the second 
engineer of the Strathendrick, who, probably went 
down with the ship while endeavouring to save his

The deputation 
was headed by Mr. Richard Fairburn (president of 
the Lightermen and Watermen’s Society), who 
acted as spokesman, He comp!ained of the unfair 
application of the law of intimidation to workmen 
by certain metropolitan magistrates, and desired to 
emphasise the necessity of such an alteration 
being made in the ex‘sting law as would defend 
Trade Unionists from unfair treatment. It was 
suggested to Mr. Fairburn that a series of questions 
bearing on the question should be drawn up by the 
members of the deputation which should be put to 
the Home Secretary. Mr. Fairburn intimated that 
this course would be adopted, and the deputation 
withdrew. 


THE HUMBER TRAINING SHIp.—In the House 
of Commons Mr. Atkinson asked the Home 
Secretary whether he would withdraw the order to 
refuse boys under 12 years of age admission to the 
Humber training ship Southampton, such a change 
being most jikely to ruin a prosperous schoolship ; 
and whether he was aware that this change would 
only affect three schoolships, and therefore could 
not be founded upon any proper experience of harm 
done by accepting boys up to 12 years of age, the 
three ships in question having a most prosperous 
record of the work done by them during the last 
26 years. Mr. Matthews, in reply, said : The opera- 
tion of this order has been suspended. I do not 
wish to dispute that excellent work has been done 
by the managers of these ships, and the inspectors 
do not specify any particular case of hardship 
having arisen on any pa'ticular ship asnecessitating 
an alteration of the rule, but their experience had 
led them to the conclusion that it is to the public 
advantage, both on moraland physical grounds, and 
in the interests of effective training for sea service 
that boys should not be admitted to these ships at 
a very tender age. The rule excluding boys under 
12 is either in force or agreed to by five out of the 
eight industrial school ships, and is compulsory on 
all school ships certified since 1876. 


SHIPPING WITHOUT AGRBEEMENT.— At the 
Devonport Police-court on July 18, John Varley, 
captain of the home trading vessel Zlizabeth, of 
Hull, was summoned at the instigation of the 
Plymouth Mercantile Marine superintendent (Mr. 
W. H. G. Deacon) for carrying a seaman named 
William Dowdell and others without signing the 
required agreement. Mr. Woollcombe (Plymouth) 
prosecuted, and said defendant was summoned for 
violating the 158rd section of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, which required every master of a 
vessel to see that 2ll seamen who were entered on 
the books of his vessel signed an agreement to that 
effect, in default of which a pena'ty of £5 was to 
be paid for each case. 
attached much importance to the observance of 
the Act, and were very anxious that its provisions 
should be enforced. The man Dowdell had been 
shipped as cook at Hull, and, being discharged at 
Plymouth, returned his form to the authorities 
without signing it, thus showing that no agreement 
had been entered into, There were three other 
similar charges against defendant, but these could 
be withdrawn if he paid the full penalty of £5 and 
costs in the case being dealt with. Mr. Wooll- 
combe.also asked for the allowance of advocates 
fee, one guinea, and expenses at the rate of 4s. 6d. 
a day for the witness Dowdell, from July 13 to 18, 
Three days’ expenses were allowed by the Bench, 


who, on the consent of defendant, dealt with the 


one case only, and inflicted a fine of £5 and costs, 
the amount altogether being £8 17s,

CAUTION TO SEAMEN 


UNDER ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT TO TAKE 
STEAMERS TO COAL LOADING PORTS. 

Many crews are now signed to take vessels to 
coal loading ports instead of the final port of dis- 
charge in the United Kingdom. Crews of vessels 
arriving in the Lendon Docks who have signed to 
take their ships to a coal loading port are boarded 
by unprincipled men, who encourage the crews 
into the belief that they can obtain their dis- 
charge in London; they are persuaded to leave 
the ship, and have drink, and while the crew are 
kept ashore another set of men board the ship, and 
offer their services to the officers and engineers as 
substitutes for the crew. Seamen often lose their 
ships through these designing men, who would 
stoop to anything so that they might obtain the 
run round with the ship to the coal loading port, 
and seamen find, to their cost, when they receive 
their accounts of wages, that unreasonable sums 
have been paid for substitutes, while they have 
been fooled ashore. Seamen are therefore advised 
to remain at work while under articles during 
their ship’s stay in London, and save these heavy 
reductions for substitutes from their hard-earned 
wages.—A. MERCER, Secretary, Green’s Home 
Branch, 5, Jeremiah-street, Poplar, E.
